In 1916 it caused 
a loss, of over 100,000,000 bushels,of 
spring wheat..--The presence of the 
barberry gives-the rust a "running 
start" in the. spring, a month ahead 
of what it would otherwise get, and 
then, if weather conditions favor, 
the rust becomes epidemic and caus- 
es disaster to the/crops."
